maining ever true In the spirit Incaiculated in their 
religion— deep tnd bluer hatred to all unbelievers. 

The 1'urtuiueaa were the first nation who aunceeded 
in rounding the tlapt of <3«od Hope, and establishing 
commercial relttiont with India. They formed various 
factories on the coasts, but are poasesirdof only three 
now— (Jot, Domain, and Din. The Dutch confined 
thecAtelfti more to trading at the tsl^nda, and seldom 
• itited the continent; taut In th< French we had for 
rainy years a moat dangerous enemy, attiring to drive 
as out, and eilibluh thcmnlves— aiding HyderAli, 
Tippoo Ssib, and other powerful princes ; hut their 
oppotition relied in the year llnl, and thay now only 

Suaest four atatisnt, via., Pondichtrry, Caricoll, and 
handemagnre on the eastern aide, and Mnhee on the 
western aide of India. 

Tht number of native elates tt present under out 
absolute control are if , and 23 mora in under our 
protection, leaving ftipiul and Bhotau the only inde- 
pendent, sovereignties in Hindooatan. 

Thit mighty einpjre, metsphorically csdled the 
brightest jewel in England'! crown, eontsins an area 
In aqnsra miles of Md;,$29, tnd a population of 
ISO,.t3S,S0B souls. Including the nstive aiuea, far 
rxceeding in apace and population the twelve elatee of 
Auatria, Bwiss Con fedeTition, Hollsnd, France, Spain, 
Portugal, Belgium, Bavaria, Hinovar, WiLTlemberg.

For the defence of thete 18D millions of peopJe, a 
van territory, the army, lualoding all tenia, regular 
and Irregular, native nontlngenti, lud thoae hall 
armed available for emergencies, amounted to only 
724,104 — not quite one soldier Lo 350 persons : whilst 
in France the numbers sre at to t to 100, Of these 
only 232— flro trtM Britiih ^oops, being Europeans. 

A nitire regiment Is 1000 strong : hit 130 non- 
commissioned onleeri, 30 oommiaiioned officers in 10 
ccmoaniei. Th»y ars never ([ntrtered in ban* tots, 
hut Jive in lines, oontlsting of rows of thatched huts. 
The horses sre picketed out winter tnd rammer. 

The total income and eapendftnm of India, ending 
30 th April, l»SB, wss £aB,SM,090. To collect (hia 
revenue, and adminiatar Justice, then la a Large body 
of gentlemen who are called civilians. Thoae first 
eater the lervioe at writers, tn eontradlttinction to the 
military, who firtt enter the service si oadets. The 
government of India Li placed under a Board of 
Control, composed of her Tdsjetty'e kflaLttert and Eaal 
India diieclon, who are elected by the proprietors of 
But India Stock.

The city abound* with other churches, masques, 
paged w, Wllegts, chapels, masonio lodges), (CO., and a 
population of nearly 300,000 

Madras, the next in imptwunce, it protected by Fort 
St. Oeorge. Borne of the bulldinge are •Uriklng, but 
the pale coloured etucco ii offensive to the eye, N 
roua ehurcho, collegei, aoboole, ind titociationi ate 
flourishing, snd. altogether, Matin* hia alwaya 
considered a thriving place. 

The mm* of Bombay ia derived from Bomo-baio — 
good bay— bestowed on it hy the Portuguese, It wsa 
once an ialand, hut is now joined to the mainland by t 
oiutawey over which a raiErotd paaaei. Bombay waa 
riven aa a marriage portion tn our Charlea 3rd, tnd 
has proved t valuable tcqu isirion : the harbour ia 
aiBgniduenc, eiteradjog some 30 miles. Ths edifices 
ere substantial, snd places of worahip, particularly ef 
the Ilouian Valhalla faith, art vwrywhere to bu fuiiaA. 
There I* a mint, and one of the finest dry docks in the 
world. 

The Indian navy waa formerly called the Bombay 
Marine ; it ia a powerful and well organised force, 
amounting 10 S3 steamers, 20 Bailing veatela of all 
kinds, tome of whom are employed at survey ahipe. 

Before proceeding to the Ideutenant-GoveimoTetilp 
of Agra — the teat of the rebellion, I will make acme 
remarks on the auttee, female infanticide, and tdda.

It ia rather an undignified poaition for a 
Cabinet to be eipending its ingenuity to raia* 
n few hundred thousand puunda. Onr readers 
may suppose how a minister in distress would 
proceed ; ha aendt for one, and goes to another ; 
threaten* here, and offers splendid prospects 
there, lLuTAour* circulate through the city which 
show how eeverriy pinched are our atatesmen, 
and how hard handed are cor monetary oatkb- 
liahnents. 

W« could giro the OoTernment a key to 
these difflcullies, but we da not eoppose they 
would accept it. Money is now worth 7 or 
8 per cent, in the coloniea. Th* securities 
offered ar* plentiful end *ouod, and th*s«fo™ 
the QoTernment has no advantage in thi, 
respect.

It ie not merely 
then that the Government will not give the price 
of th* day, that it cannot raise money, but 
because there are stronger claim* on those who 
have funds at their disposal. The bRnki could 
undoubtedly draw on London, and obtain a loin 
on the security of Treasury Bills, but they will 
not do ao, without a margin of profit which at 
present rates the Treasury Bill, do not afford.

had tuned hit attention Into patriotic channels, 
Bttd had veen a rurted, he might have soured 
high. It must grieve every one to think what 
distress Mr. Cewrtn suffered for want of * 
Finance Minister, —to what quarters he went 
with the portfolio. Yet within a .tona'a 
throw of bia office a man of metal might have 
been found capable of mining money where th* 
Ministry could not take up a aiipeoce. Those 
who attribute Ml, MutiBi'i *<cc**s to his 
want of English an evidently mutakra. We
